tical condition Tuesday in Grant 
hospital, Columbus, suffering from 
two .38 caliber bullet wounds in 
the abdomen, inflicted Monday af- 
ternoon by her husband, William, 
before he committed suicide. 


Physicians at the hospital be- 


lieve Mrs .Strope has little chance 
to recover. 


After shooting his wife, Strope 


fired a bullet through his head. 


Circleville friends of Mrs. Strope 


believe that a reported quarrel be- 
tween Mrs. Strope and her hus- 
band is untrue. 
One friend, who 


has known Mrs. 
Strope 
many 


yfcars, says she was of a quiet na- 
ture, inoffensive and retiring while 
her husband had been "nagging" 
her for a long while. 


Estate Believed Cause 


Cause for the shooting and sui- 


cide, Mrs. Strope's friends believe, 
was the estate worth nearly $100,- 
000 that Mr. Beatty, who died 
several months ago in Florida, 
left his daughter in trust. Under 
the terms of the will, of which 
George Kirk, New Holland bank- 
er, is trustee, Mr. Strope was not 
permitted to have a cent. 


The Stropes had been separated 


six weeks. 


Early Monday afternoon Mrs 


Strope and her daughter. Fern 
who had been 115, were taken to 
the farm, one mile South of Water- 
loo, by Mrs. Mary Flynn. When 
Mrs. Strope entered the home, Mr. 
Strope became angry and began to 
harangue her, the daughter told 
officers. 
He went to the upstairs 


and obtained a revolver. He fired 
it twice at Mrs. Strope. 
The 


daughter picked up her mother 
and carried her to the Flynn car.

WHEAT POINTS A MORAL 


nnHE very day grain prices on the Chi- 
•"• cago Board of Trade reached a record 
high in seven years, Argentina, whose 
wheat Great Britain would need in the 
event of war, balked at Secretary Hull's 
neutrality convention. This may be mere 
coincidence, but it points a powerful moral.

sured. He has 182 pledged votes, 14 more 
than the required majority. 


By January 4, when the 
334 
House 


Democrats hold their caucus, Rayburn's 
electoral strength will top 220 and may be 
as high as 250. Tammanyite John O'Con- 
nor, runner-up in the contest, is assured at 
present of only 60 to 75 votes. 


Foreseeing defeat, emissaries of O'Con- 


nor have been feeling out close friends of 
Rayburn on a deal. They propose that if 
and when Rayburn becomes Speaker of the 
House, he back O'Connor for floor leader. 
In return O'Connor will support Rayburn 
in the present contest.
